Capital 
construction 
in USSR: why 
the slow-down?

There I* an unusual monument In Iha Alazan 
v alloy— a monument to a soldier's Father; Mils Is 
not simply a token o( grail tilde from the younger 
goaorallnn to tho lathers and grandfathers who 
defended our homeland and our pearo — whal 
makes It unlquo Is the fact that 1 1 commemorate* 
the hero ol Revaz Chkhnldze's film, "A Soldier's 
Palher 1 ', which tells the story o! Goorgl Makha- 
rashvlll, an ordinary peasant, who goes to Hie 
front to MO Tits son. Finding hlmsell In the very 
tlikk of the battle and fighting Ills way as far 
as Berlin to havo his son die In hla arras only 
soveral days before V-day, the old man stilt re- 
tains hU hum an i I y, kindness and bellot In a happy 
future. The story Is profoundly tragic and com- 
mon to all mankind. It Is probably tills latter 
quality that must havo added lo the film's suc- 
cess both in Use Soviet Union and abroad (In 
1068 It won a "Capitol Jupiter" at the 2nd In- 
ternational Rome Film Festival). 

It Is hard lo believe tbat souu'nue who made 


Him of such tremendous emotional impact was Id 
fact never In action himself (lu 1943 Chkheldte 
entered the directing department at the Tbilisi 
Drama Institute). But one should note that in this 
Him which Is basically about war, the director 
sought to reveal the motivating factors behind 
the behaviour of an ordinary man. 

This Interest In tlw motives of people's con- 
duct, in ordinary human fate, and a search for 
simplicity am already visible in ClikheJdze'a early 
works, ft was a search that turned out to he une- 
ven and to have its pitfalls. 

The subject of man and earth, which became 
ol Increasingly greater concern (or the arllsl, 
was broached, though Indirectly, In "A Soldier's 
Father" but it recolved lls first major treatment 
In I ho film "The Saplings" nnd an even profoun- 
der treatment in Ilia director's latest film, "Your 
Son, Earth". The latter movie saw o fairly snr- 
pilslng about-turn In Cbkheldze's artistic ap- 
proach In tho choice of hero. Normally the main 
characters In his (lima were small Insignificant- 
looking people, "ordinary folk' 1 as it weret In- 
stead the boro ol his latest film Is Iho secretary 
of a Parly district commutes (In fact the movie Is 
subtitled "The Slory of a Parly District Com- 
mittee Secretary"). 

Ai It happens, the Him, which tackles Impor- 
tant problems, could be thought of bb a poslei 
describing what sort of people these secretaries 
are, particularly since the hero Is practically de- 
void of any private life and the viewer lias to 
form an opinion of his human qualities boned on 
bis routine work, Important or not so Important 
at district or republican level. Still, proceeding 
from the same logic ol human conduct, Chkheldr.e 
made an excellent job of substantiating and Justi- 
fying his hero's every dead and goslure. This Is 
a colourful and vital film which deals with rea- 
listic and Ingenuous problems and deads, thus the 
viewer Is able lo Identify himself as closely with 
Ihe fate of Georgt Toroll as wllli that of Goorgl 
Makharashvlll. 

Revaz Chkheldte has an enviable reserve of 
sheer energy and drive; a teacher, a member of 
parliament and a long-time director ot the Goor- 
gfa-HIm Studios, he is sllll childlike In his avid 
lulerest in life and art. Chkheldze Ls currently 
working on a Soviet-Span I sb screen adaptation of 
"Don Quixote". To make a film of this classic has 
been a fong-slaodlng dream of bis.

New exhibition 
at Voronezh art museum 


The works of early 20th-con- 
tury Russian artists make up an 
exhibition which has opened at 
tho Voronezh museum of fine 
aits. The exhibits Include an al- 
bum of drawings by Alexander 
Bonois, atid paintings by Yelena 
Kiselyova and Boris Kustodlyev. 
These are recent additions to the 
museum's collection and are on 
view for the first time. 

Visitors are particularly In- 
terested In tho works of Yelena 
Kiselyova, who was a student of 
Ilya Repin. The great master 
considered her to be one of the 
most gifted graduates of the St 
Pelersbourg Academy of Arts. 

The daughter of Audrol Kise- 
lyov, a well-known mathemati- 
cian and educator who wrote 
school textbooks, Kiselyova was 


born In Voronezh where she m 
a student at the local art school. 
Hera she made a number of sket- 
ches for her well-known paint- 
ing, "Whitsunday", two ol which 
are now In the possession of Iho 
Voronozh museum.
